UNITED NATIONS, N.Y., 
Sept. 29 (INS)—Lag Hammarsk- 
jold warned today that recur- 
ring Arab-Isra-li border disputes 
and Egypt's failure to li:t the 
Suez Canal blockade against Is- 
rael seriously endanger the Pa- 
lestine cease-fire. 

The U.N. Secretarv-General 
rapped Arabs and Israelis in a 
report to the Security Council 
expressing concern over the 
“vicious circle of armed attacks 
and retaliations” culminating in 
the raid by Israel into Jordan 
this week in reprisal for the 
killing of Israelis by an Arab 
soldier. 

Hammarskjold who earlier 
said he would summon the 14- 
nation council into session un- 
less Israel and Jordan restore 
peace on their frontiers, said 
the bloody clashes may com- 
pietely nullify his peace efforts 
last spring when he negotiated 
new ceasc-fire agreements 
under a mandate from the coun- 
cil. 


Stressing the “sanctity” of 
the agreements, Hammarskjold 
said both sides in the Palestine» 
dispute were responsible for 
maintaining law and order at 
their fronticrs and reaffirmed 
the right of the U.N, to step 
into the conflict. 


He accused both parties of 
failing not only to take meas- 
ures to prevent armed out- 
breaks but of laxity in carrying 
out disciplinary measures “to 
forestall incidents which, step 
by step, must necessarily under- 
mine the cease-fire.” 

He said both the Arab and 
Israeli governments were under 
obligation to observe the cease- 


fire irrespective of incidents 
breaking out along their 
borders. 

The Swedish U.N. chief ex- 


pressed “regret” that both sides 
had failed to grasp opportunities 
for easing tension such as a 
lifting of the blockade against 
Israeli ships in the Suez Canal 
and the removal of. Israeli. re- 
Strictions on U.N. truce obser- 
vers In the El Auja zone on the 
Egyptian frontier. 


The Security Council meets 
next Friday to resume debute 
on the Anglo-French dispute 
with Egypt over seizure of the 
vital Middle East waterway. The 
Foreign Ministers of the U.S., 
Britain, France, Egypt and 
Russia will be on hand for the 
$+ p.m. EDT (4 a.m. JST) meet- 
ing. 

Among the council's first 
order of business will be an 
Israeli request to participate in 
the dispute. Israel is not a 
member of the council. 


10 Britons Killed 
By Greek Cypriots 


NICOSIA, Sept. 29 (INS)— 
British authorities tonight 


counted the highest toll of lives 
“taken among Britons by the 
Greek Cypriot underground in 
both a single day and a single 
week 
began 18 months ago. 

A total of 10 Britons were 
slain during the week. Five of 
them died yesterday. 

The last death reported was 
that of a British sergeant who 
was shot last. Sunday and died 
at hospital shortly before mid- 
night yesterday,

J apan Told 
Secrecy Off 
For Reactors 


WASHINGTON, ~/ Sept. 29 
(Kyodo)—Lewis Sfrauss, chair- 
man of the United States Atom- 
ic Energy Commission, yester- 
day told the leader of the visit- 
ing Japanese Diet mission on 
peaceful use of atomic energy 
in effect that Japan would be 
able to purchase an atomic 
power reactor without being 
hemmed in by secrecy provi- 
sions. 

His remark was in response 
to a request made earlier by the 
Japanese mission seeking exclu- 
sion of “secrecy”, provisions. 
This meant that the way was 
now open for Japan to conclude 
a Japan-American agreement on 
an atomic power reactor with- 
out being handicapped by Japa- 
nese domestic law. 

While the U.S. still maintains 
three conditions of secrecy, such 
as pertaining to military in- 
formation and method of pro- 
ducing fuel, Japan now is in 
the position, with the excep- 
tion of these provisions, to pur- 
ehase reactors of the PWR, 
BWR, SG, FBR and AHR types. 

It was the first time that 
Strauss clearly revealed that 
there were no secrecy provisions 
on purchase of reactors, mean- 
ing that other countries, such as 
Switzerland, could also conclude 
power reactor agreements with 


the U.S. along the lines of 
Strauss’ \statement. 
Kiichi Arita, head of the 


Japanese Diet members mission, 
regarded Strauss statement 
significant, stating that the Japa- 
nese mission had been able to 
accomplish its objective.

Dutch Threaten Action 
If Indonesia Interferes 


THE HAGUE, Sept. 29 (AP)— 
The Netherlands today threat- 
ened to take action if Yndo- 
nesia were to interfere with the 
course of affairs in Netherlands 
New Guinea.

munique issued by the. Dutch 
Foreign Ministry said. 


“The Netherlands Government 
reserves to herself the right of 
action against possible execu- 
tion of such measures as. soon 
as these could lead directly or 
indirectly to Indonesian inter- 
vention in the course of affairs 
in Netherlands New Guinea,” 
the communique said. 

The communique said zecent 
measures taken by Indonesia 
concerning this area were: 1. 
Indonesia called Dutch New 
Guinea an election district dur- 
ing the 1955 elections. 2. Indo- 
nesia appointed three members 
of Parliament in 1956 to repre- 
sent this area, 3. Indonesia 
some months ago made Dutch 
New Guinea an Indonesian pro- 
vince in her legislation and 
called it “West Brian.” 

Later, there were reports that 


an Indonesian Governor would 


be appointed for the Province 
of West Irian. 

“The Netherlands will neither 
accept nor recognize such or 
possible similar Indonesian mea- 
sures and their implications 
concerning the _ tervitory of 
Dutch New Guinea,” the com- 
munique said.

northwest Pacific occupied by 
the Russians during the closing 
days of the Pacific War. 

In the previous Moscow

The company has already ap- 
plied for patents with the Unit- 
ed States, Britain, France, West 
Germany, Switzerland, and 
other countries. 

Many requests for information 
on the new device have been 
received by the company from

Switzerland and France had 
the second biggest death rate 
of five out of 100,000. 

Japan’s death rate of two out 
of 100,000 was the lowest.

may partly be attributed to 
the fact that more patients 
have been uncovered due to 
the improvement in research 
on blood and the heightening

This was assured yesterday 
by Avery Brundage, IOC presi- 
dent, who called the meeting 
for which he will leave Sunday. 

“I think I have expressed 
myself enough on this subject,” 
said Brundage, who has defend- 
ed the pledge on the ground 
that it reeemphasizes the Olym- 
pic code, 

Brundage said the committee 
has studied a protest by the 
Olympic Committee which 
claims the pledge _ received 
wide publicity only after most 
of this nation’s teams were 
selected. 

Under the ruling each Olym- 
pic athlete must sign a pledge 
that he is presently an amateur 
and intends to remain an 
amateur, Italy already has an- 
nounced that Ercole Baldini, 
star cyclist, would be barred 
from the 1956 Games because 
he indicated he would turn pro.

Conservative Factionalism Can Cause the Party’s Downfall 


The sound thrashing admini- 
stered to official Liberal-Demo- 
cratic Party candidates in the 
recent gubernatorial elections 
in Miyagi and Toyama prefec- 
tures has finally jolted .the 
party out of its preoccupation 
with intraparty squabbles over 
foreign policy and battles for 
party contro, after Hatoyama’s 
expected retirement. 

The rude shock of these re- 
verses was made more severe 
by the fact that the defeats oc- 
curred within four days of one 
another in districts long con- 
sidered safe conservative con- 
stituencies. They raised se 
rious threats to the party’s poli- 
tical rear fo> the first time since 
its organization in 1955. 

The Liberal-Democratic awak- 
ening to the significance of 
recent local election results has 
been slow and late. The set- 
backs in Miyagi and Toyama 
were but |the latest in a series 
of reversals suffered in five 
gubernatorial races since the 
House of | Councillors elections 
in July. In contests held in 
Saitama, Aomori, Gumma, 
Miyagi and Toyama, the party’s 
official standard bearer lost in 
four, winning only in Saitama, 

Awareness of the meaning of 
this series of defeats was delay- 
ed not only by party preoccupa- 
tion with factional struggles on 
the national level, but by the 


fact that the real nature of | 


party defeats were masked.(dn 


ernor, a conservative won in 
both Aomori and Gumma, even 
though the party's official can- 
didate lost. 

Warning Beclouded 


Also, prior to the Miyagi and 
Toyama defeats, the conserva- 
tive total of the vote had been 
a comfortable majority of ali 
ballots , cast. Moreover, local 
and special conditions surround- 
ing the elections in Aomori and 
Gumma, and assumed in all 
local contests, beclouded the 
warning these elections gave. 

The significant politicai fact 
of the last four governorship 
races is that the party organiza- 
tion has not been able to de- 
liver the full conservative vote, 
Effective party discipline is es- 
sential in such a situation, for 
although the failure is itself a 
product of factionalism, the re 
sult helps to sustain the very 
cause of weakness. The most 
effective weapon in party dis- 
cipline is assurance that with- 
holding of party endorsement 
means certain defeat to a recal- 
citrant member. The _ recent 
elections demonstrate that the 
Liberal-Democrats do not have 
such a weapon today. 


Although in the party recri- 
minations after defeats in Mi- 
yagi and Toyama, Secretary- 
General Kishi and Chairman Su- 
nada of the national organiza- 
tion ,committee were attacked 
as being responsible, the real 
blame lies elsewhere, Although 
both Kishi and Sunada are to a 
degree vulnerable because of 
their preoccupation with and 
attendance upon the protracted 
party conferences of the past 
three weeks, which sought top 
thrash out an agreement upon 
party foreign policy, the basic 
cause for the party's defeats 
has been factionalism, 


Factional Clashes 


In Aomori, the winning con- 
servative had sought the party’s 
endorsement in a factional cli sh, 
and entered the contest as an 
independent when he failed to 
get it. He represented a victory 
for the anti-main stream faction, 

In Gumma, factional differ- 
ences which prevented organi- 
zation of a new prefectural 
federation until shortly before 
the July House of Councillors 
elections, undoubtedly played a 
role in the party’s candidate 
running a weak third in a four- 
man race, , 


A factional struggle for party 
endorsement also marked the 
contest in Miyagi where the 
party candidate was again third. 

In Toyama, the clash was so 
severe that a Diet member be- 
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longing to the anti-main stream 
bloc is charged with haying sup- 
ported the Socialist-backed can- 
didate when his own factional 
candidate failed to win- party 
endorsement, That and the at- 
tempt to expel him from the 
party indicate the pitch which 
factional bitterness has reached, 
Real Blame 

Because of universal weak- 
ness, conservative local. organ- 
izations cannot cope with fac- 
tionalism. Although the Liberal. 
Democratic Party has tried to 
strengthen prefectural party or- 
ganization, most still reflect the 
rival and often conflicting inter- 
ests of elected party Diet mem- 
bers. Division of Diet member- 
ship into sharply divided fac- 
tions hampers the already weak 
local organization more, 

The real blame for party de- 
feats in local elections, there- 
“fore, lies at the door of the 
leaders of party factions who 
have not composed their differ- 
ences and cleavages since the 
party’s “unification” in Novem. 
ber 1955. Because of factional- 
ism, the party cannot present a 
united policy front. And it has 
proved fatal against a vigorous 
opponent. 

The record of continuing fac- 
tional divisions in the recent 
local elections, plus the forma- 
tion of the “Council for De- 
liberating the Current Political 
Situation” by anti-main stream 


y- Diet members would suggest an 


impending split in the party, 
were jt not for the disunity of 
even the opposing factions. 
More important, unless. well- 
timed and organized, any split 
now would benefit only the So- 
Cialist Party. 


Socialist Demands 

While the conservative defeats 
in the gubernatorial elections 
are damaging in themselves, it 
should also be realized that the 
Socialists, feeding on these vic- 
tories, are driver to greater 
unity in the hope of an early as- 
sumption of the reins of govern- 
ment. 

Prior to the Miyagi elections, 
the Socialists called for the re- 
tirement of Hatoyama following 
his expected trip to Moscow, and 
demanded that any conserva- 
tive cabinet succeeding him sub- 


mit to a general election. Fol 
lowing tory in Miyagi, the 
Socialists declared it aimed tc 
win control of the government 
in the next election, thus step 
ping up the party’s timetable. 

Since the Toyama success, the 
Socialists have been demanding 
that when Hatoyama retires, the 
reins of government should be 
given to them, and that the en- 
suing general election should be 
held under their administra- 
tion. ; | 
These public declarations are 
largely political propaganda, 
for Socialists leaders are aware 
that the Liberal Party defeats 
came more as a rejection of 
the party in power than as an 
endorsement of Socialist Party 
planks and principles. The 5So- 
cialists themselves won but two 
of the five contests in which 
the conservatives were de- 
feated. 

Only Solution 

Moreover, in reversal of pre- 
vious local election patterns, 
the Socialists ate now generally 
running party-backed  candi- 
dates as independents, whereas 
the Liberal-Democrats as a 
“united” party run their candi- 
dates under the party label. 
The “independent” tag worn by 
Socialist candidates is sure 
evidence of their recognition 
that success requires the sup- 


port of others besides their own - 


adherents. 

At the same time, the record 
of defeat in the only available 
tests of the popularity of the 
government in power poses a 
problem for future conserva- 
tive strategy. When’ Hatoyama 
retires, the Liberal-Democrats 
may find public pressure for an 
early general election all but 
irresistible. Yet the threat of 
further Socialist gains makes 
an election the very thing the 
Liberal-Democrats wish to 
avoid. 

The only ‘solution for the 
party, therefore, is to end the 


curse of deep-lying faction- 
alism, The cruel paradox is 
that this cannot well be 


achieved, until the party elects 
a new and more vigorous party 
head. And it is that problem 
which has done most to sustain 
the factionalism that has ex- 
isted since November 1955.

advisers are giving serious 


consideration to the appoint- 
ment of a Negro, Judge Wil- 
liam Hastie of the U.S. Court 
of Appeals in Philadelphia, to 
the U.S. Supreme Court. If the 
appointment is made it would 
be the first time in history that 
a Negro was appointed to the 
Supreme Court and might well 
put Eisenhower on a plane 
with Lincoln in the minds of 
the Negro population. , 

The President has the Justice 
Sherman Minton vacancy to fill 
as the October court term 
opens. Minton was appointed 
by President Truman. 

It was Truman who also ap- 
pointed Judge Hastie to be the 
first Negro ever to sit on the 
U.S. Court of Appeals. His 
elevation to the Supreme Court 
is being urged, among others, 
by Judge William Denman ot 
the U.S. Court of Appeals, 8th 
cireuit in San Francisco. Judge 
Denman, a Roosevelt Democrat, 
recently wrote President Eisen- 

ower: | 

“Never has the criticism of 
godless Russia been so bitter as 
on this treatment of the 
Negro,” he said, referring to 
recent Southern opposition to 
school integration. “The ap- 
pointment of a Negro judge of 
outstanding judicial capacity 
more than anything else would 
tend to mend our deteriorating 
power in world diplomacy.” 

White House advisers, who 
naturally ,have a weather eye 
out for political reactions, are 
not unmindful of the fact that 
the big city Negro vote is 
crucial in the November elec- 
tion. Most of them also befieve 
privately that Ike has lost the 
solid South, thus has nothing 
to lose by -the appointment of 
a Negro. It’s even suggested 
that in the end, Southern 
Democrats would fight and 
filibuster the Hastie appoint- 
ment so bitterly that the 

yNegro vote would he lost to 
the Democratic Party for years 
to come.

McCloskey has taken on the 
thankless job of treasurer of 
the Democratic National Com- 
mittee and is trying to raise 
money from little people, It’s 
been tried before, but never suc- 
cessfully. Most campaign 
money in the past has come 
from big donors, on the Repub- 
lican side, and big dinners on 
the Democratic side, 

However, here are the figures 
Matt McCloskev has been nurs- 
ing: 

In the 1948 campaign, four 
weeks after Truman was nomi- 
nated, there were only 139 
Democratic contributors. 

In the 1952 campaign, four 
weeks after Stevenson was nom- 
inated, there were 614 contri- 
butors., 

But this year, four weeks 
after the nomination, there are 
13,177 contributors, 

“Most of it has come in small 
bills,” explains McCloskey, “an 
average of between $6 and $7 
apiece. So we have a long way 
to go before we even begin to 
touch that. $7,000,000 raised by 
Len Hall at the Eisenhower din- 
ners last January, or the money 
the Republicans have raised 
since. 

“However,.on Oct. 16, every 
Democratic candidate from Ad- 
lai and Estes down is going out 
to ring doorbells and ask for 
dollars. Those dollars from 
little people are not going to 
put us in hock to the lobbyists 
of Washington.” 

Note—McCloskey referred to 
Senate contentions that gas-oil 
money was pumped into the 
last campaign so  plentifully 
that some Senators were obli- 
gated to the gas-oil men before 
they voted on the natural gas

President Andrew Johnson's 
Proclamation of Amnesty after 
the Civil War excluded civil and 
diplomatic officers of the Con-

If there is such a thing as a 
solid bloc vote, it is in the Negro 
slums, where the people vote

There is one issue, and one 
issue alone, which could cause 
such a switch—civil rights. 

Harris had prepaved questions 
on such matters as the Auther- 
ine Lucy case, the Emmett Till 
case, and the riots at Clinton, - 
Tenn., to test awareness of the 
civil rights issue. In the slums, 
more often than not, the ques- 
tions elicited no response at all,

_ Among these we found a few 
—a very few—who meant to 
vote for Eisenhower. There was 
an intellectual lawyer who ad- 
mired Stevenson, hated Nixon, 
but meant to vote for the Presi- 
dent because “we'll never get 
anywhere as long as the Demo- 
crats think they own us.” There 
was a seaman who credited the 
President with desegregation in 
the Navy—“you wouldn't believe 
how different it is,” he said. 

Yet the Administration gets 
very little credit for its civil 
rights achievements—no one 
person gave the Republicans any 
credit for the Supreme Court 
school decision, for example. 
And fully four out of ten’ cited 
the President’s failure to inter- 
vene in the Clinton riots as evi- 
dence of his indifference on the 
civil rights issue. 

After many hours of inter- 
viewing, Harris and this repor- 
ter felt certain that the Presi- 
dent had missed a major poli- 
tical opportunity. He might have 
picked up 10 or 15 per cent of 
the Negro vote by an all-out 
stand on civil sights—enough to 
decide a close election. The fact 
that the President was almost 
certainly right, in terms of na- 
tional unity, in adopting a go- 
slow policy, is no doubt beside 
the point. In strictly political 
terms, the point is that the 
much-advertised big switch to 
Bisenhower among Negro voters 
looks instead like a little switch, 
or even, conceivably, no switch 
at all.
